N.V. NATEC, which operates the TV statkns 
| in Curacao and Aruba, and the Curacao Fede- 
I ration of Workers (CFIT) reached an agree- 
\ ment last Saturday morning. This has 
j brought to an end the conflict at Tele-Cu- 
| racao and the return to normalcy. Both 
j parties requested that the odoling-off pe- 
\ riod promulgated by Social Affairs Minis- 
j ter Kroon by terminated. 

The parties agreed that the strike will 
be called off whereas the discharges given 
by Tele-Curacao will be annulled. As may 
be known, fourteen members of Tele-Curacao 
were given immediate discharge when they 
responded to a call of CFW to strike. Fol¬ 
lowing the promulgation of a 50-day cool¬ 
ing-off period by Minister Kroon Tele-Cu¬ 
racao had to allow the discharged employ¬ 
ees at work, but considered them as form¬ 
ally no longer in their service. 

It was also agreed that salaries will be 
paid for the days they did not work. Since 
Tele-Curacao considorod the discharged per¬ 
sonnel no longer as employees, at the end 
of March a compensation was granted to 
upon recommendation of the Social Af¬ 
fairs Department, The agreement also sti¬ 
pulates that in about two weeks negotia¬ 
tions will be opened on working conditions* 
The personnel that was employed by NATEC 
N.V, after the strike broke out will be in¬ 
corporated in the organization. Finally, 
both parties requested the federal mediat¬ 
ors to terminate the cooling-off period. j
